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Too Much Civil Defence 


Civil defence is a necessary and excel- 
lent precaution, But there is such a thing 
as civil defence growing into a fetich. 

Civil defence has become a fetich in the 
proposai to separate the projected addi- 
tion to the Royal Alexandra Hospital from 
the main body of the hospital itself. 

Such a decentralization would double 
the cost of building and more than double 
the cost of maintaining the extension. Such 
extra expenditures have not been shown 
to be necessary to the establishment of 
adequate civil defence. 

This zealous folly comes to floodtide in 
thé further proposal that the new addition 
be established on the river bank west of 
the University Hospital. 

Has it been forgotten so soon that, in 
the last war, buildings adjacent to water 
were in greatest peril because bombers 
could follow the lines of streams and rivers 
in even the most complete blackout? 

When war threatens, as it vaguely 
does today, the principle of decentraliza- 
tion in building is an essential one. No 
function in any city should be capable of 
being completely disrupted by one well- 
placed bomb. ’ 

Edmonton's hospitalization facilities 
are already decentralized. If the Royal 
‘Alexandra were the only hospital in the 
city its facilities should be spread out all 
over the city map. But so long as the 
University, the General and the Miseri- 
cordia hospitals are functioning, there is 
no real need for the splitting up of the 


Royal Alexandra, particularly in view of 
the fact that authorities are agreed that 
Edmonton is in no serious danger of 
attack. 

Danger from atomic attack is exceed- 
ingly remote because atomic bombs are 
limited in number and undoubtedly would 
be saved for much more vital targets. 

Alderman Fred Mitchell and Dr. D. R. 
Haston, hospital superintendent, have put 
their fingers on the vital fact when they 
point out that the present $2,335,000 
renovation and expansion program has 
brought the Royal Alexandra Hospital, for 
the first time in its history within reach 
of efficient and economical administration. 

The most economical unit for a civilian 
hospital, they say, is 800 beds and the 
contemplated extension to the present 
facilities of 560 beds will bring the estab- 
lishment closer to muximum usefulness 
than it has ever heen before. 

The ned 100 bed maternity wing, 
costing $1,000,000, would cost nearly twice 
as much to build and operate and would be 
of infinitely less use were it replaced on 
the outskirts of the city. 

The Royal Alexandra Hospital is des- 
perately in need of the enlargement and 
renovations planned for it. 

To decentralize it would be to minimize 
these benefits. 

The desirability of decentralizing it, 
from the standpoint of civil defence, is not 
nearly so great as the desirability of g 
Edmonton a fine, expansive and efficient 
civic hospital. 


Taxi Companies Demand Coddling 


Whatever disposition the city council 
makes of the request of the taxi operators 
to be protected from honest competition, 
that request is still an extraordinary and 
presumptuous appeal, 

The operators complain that new 
Operators are “pirating” customers from 
established firms, that they are actually 
getting up offices adjacent to those of 
established firms. 

They want the city to do something 
about it. 

What, in heaven's name, can the city 
do? 

Is the city council seriously expected 
to sit down and frame bylaws so that any 
one group of business men can have a 
monopoly on their political line of business 
in Edmonton? 

Is the city council supposed to have 
nothing better to do than to play wet nurse 


Present taxi operators presumably 
resent the lifting, last Spring, of the re- 
strictions on the number of cab licenses. 

And while the number of cabs has 
increased from 182 to 235, only three new 
com, have entered the field with a 
total of 12 cars. 

Are we expected to believe that these 
12 cars, owned by three new operators, 
are actually putting the other operators 
in a serious position? 

Other business in Edmonton operates 
according to the normai laws of economics, 

If two haberdasheries establish side by 
side, the best one gets the business. And 
that is as it should be. Nobody hears of 
haberdashers running to the council and 
asking to be protected from competition. 

If the taxi companies are finding them- 
selves with reduced business, let them 
lower the basic rate again and thus remove 
one of the reasons why many people have 
stopped using taxicabs.

Mr. Alex Dirienzo. 

In his report he blames preda- 
tory animals as being responsible 
for the steady decline in the big 
game population, and he goes on 
to explain that it could not be 
caused by indiscriminate shoot- 
ing. 

“The fact is brought home to us 
that something must be done if 
we are to be able to continue the 
sport of big game hunting in Al- 
berta.” 

It is not my ititention to criti- 
cize Mr. Dirienzo’s deductions or 
to point out that Be is entirely 
wrong. I only wish to add an- 
other grim fact and a definite 
reason for our dwindling game 
population. 

By Mr. Dirienzo’s mention of 
intliscriminate shooting, I would 
gather that be is referring to 
those hunters who bag more 
than the limit, or those who hunt 
without authority of a licence. 
Let us look at indiscriminate 
shooting from another angle that 
ig encouraged and protected by 
the Alberta Government. 

With a special licence which 
emyone can obtain for a slightly 
higher fee, but which is of most 
benefit to Americans, the shoot- 
ing of big game is permitted just 
for the head and horns, 

I eam informed that such a 
licence can be obtained not only 
in the regular season, but before 
the season is opened. 

This has been going on for 
ome years and yet the govern 
ment makes repeated complaints 
about the diminishing game, 
whiie at the same time they are 
encouraging it in exchange for 
added revenue. 

The wild game of Alberta all

Still Hope

quently expressed the opinion 
that we will never get a world 
war three of the character of the 
wars of 1914 and 1939, 


True, some fool government or 
cruel gang of rulers may start 
such a war, 


But, side by side with the vast 


fF war armies which now exist, 


there is what you might call the 
invisible army of peace, Just as 
this army sprang into action to 
restrain even our good friend, 


© the United States, from dropping 


us all into the abyss of total 
atomic war, so, too, the invisible 
army exists in every country, in- 
cluding Russia. 

Suppose Stalin and Co. were 
like Hitler and Co., (which I have 
never believed). Or suppose that 
the leaders of Red China reject- 
ed the offer to take out a peace, 
but continued to shoot it out. 


Entrance 
Inevitable 


In that event, all the peace- 
makers who teamed up to try to 
avert world war would have no 
alternative but to resist. Britain 
and Canada would surely be in 
such q world war from the first 
day, India, too, would sooner or 
later be compelled by the logic 
of facts to line wp with the West- 
ern democracies. 

But what most of all rules out 
a Hitlerite plunge by the men in 
the Kremlin? In my opinion, it 
is not the U.S-held atom bombs, 
It is the certain knowledge that 
the Russian people could and 
would do again what they did 
before 1917—bring the war to an 
end by refusing to fight, and by 
#0 doing overthrow the govern- 
ment, 

Far from being a time of hope- 
lessness, this is a time when all 
men of goodwill should be filled 
with new courage and the high- 


hope. 

Granted that we live in the most 
fateful days in the whole history 
of mankind, The forces of evil are 
pushing mankind to final war. 
But God's army of peace is also 
on the march. 

The Peace on Earth of which 
the angels sang 10950 years ago 
is coming down from the clouds.

A press room had been set up 
in an empty clothing store and 
the reporters filed five-minute 
flashes of Henry's progress. Pop 
corn wagons converged on the 
scene and were doing a roaring 
business. 

At first Pludge had been alarm- 
ed at all this attention, Indeed, 
he was on the point of driving 
away when a note was tossed 
through the window, The Cham- 
pion Spark Plug Company were 
offering him $5,000 for a testi- 
monial, 

All Henry had to say was 
“Champion Plugs never let me 
down when I'm looking for a 
parking space.”

‘Defence Cost May Top 


Estimated $1 Billion 


OTTAWA, ‘Dec. 12.—(CP)—The cabinet will soon 
buckle down to exemining details of next year’s whopping 
defence program ut a time of crisis which may even drive 
it well beyond the $1,000,000,000 figure already broadly ac- 


cepted by the ministers. - 

In the weeks ahead, the ministers 
will get a formal, semi-annual ap- 
preciation of the worid military 
situation from the chiefs of staff, 
and then pitch into the job of 
deciding just how far Canada 
should go to meet it. 

It is impossible to tell at this 
date the effect of the Chinese- 
Korean crisis and such offshoots 
as the Truman-Attlee-St. Laurent 
talks. The crisis hit Ottawa hard 
and brought great alarm that a 
third world war might be closing 
in but, for the moment at least, 
Prime Minister Attlee’s visit ap- 
pears to have soothed these fears. 

Some people here think continu- 
ance of the present grim outlook 
will inevitably ‘be reflected in Ca- 
nadian defence expenditures, even 
bigger—particularly for arms pro- 
duction—than the $1,000,000,000 that 
has been mentioned by a number 
of cabinet members. That figure 
originated in the earlier days of the 
Korean crisis before the Chinese 
brought a general war to the hori- 
zon,

| Dr. Van Vliet Satisfied 
| With Work of Cage Officials

Disease of Gum Tissues 
Curable, Expert Says 


An old belief that “pyorrhea” 
or disease of the gum tissue is 
incurable was repudiated Monday 
night by a panel of six dental 
scientists participating in the 
University of Illinois’ telephonic 
postgraduate extension program, 

The specialists told an audi- 
ence of more than 2,000 dentists 
scattered from coast to coast 
in Canada and the U.S. that, in 
most cases, peridontal disease
